News is so scarce that we have been 
unable to come up with our usual half 
column for tho past month, but wo 
have at present picked up what we 
hope may be of interost to the read- 
ers of the Joi'KNAT.. 

Five changes were made among the 
officers of the Indiana Institution at 
tho Trustees' meeting on the 8th of 
August. Mr. C. P. Rowland, who has 
held the office of Steward nearly fif- 
teen years, was released, much to the 
regret of those who have been con- 
nected with the Institute. 

Tho encampment at Indianapolis 
was a grand success. It brought with 
it about two hundred thousand people 
from neighboring cities, including a 
number of deaf-mutes.

On Wednesday evening, there was 
a ^raiid Industrial parade by all tho 
principal business houses The length 
of the line of the pageant is thought 
to have been two miles, and it took 
over two hours for the entire length 
to pass a given point. 

On Friday, there was a sham battle, 
on which occasion 1,400 soldiers took 
part, and over 40,000 people were 
spectators. Many deaf mutes went, 
out to see the battle, and it seemed a 
real and terrible spectacle. 

Friday closed the encampment, and 
many have expressed a wish that 
events like this would come once a 
year, like Christmas and Thanksgiving.

TIIK WORLD'S TOIVSIIMPTION OF 
PAPER. 



Tin! farmers Club of the American 

Institute has issued the following 

rules for foretelling the weather. 

First. — When the temperature falls 
suddenly, there is a stoim forming 
south of you. 

Second. — When the temperature 
rises suddenly, there is a storm form 
ing north of you. 

Third. — The wind blows from a re- 
gion of fair weather toward a region 
where a storm is forming. 

Fourth. — Cirrus clouds always move 
from a region where a storm is in pro- 
cess to a region of fair weather. 

Fifth. — Cumulus clouds always 
move from a region of fair weather to 
a region where a storm is forming. 

Sixth. — When cirrus clouds are 
moving rapidly from tho north to the 
northeast there will be rain inside of 
twenty four hours, no matter how 
cold it is. 

Seventh. — When the cirrus clouds 
are moving rapidly from the south or 
southeast there will be a cold rain 
storm on the morrow if it, be summer, 
and if it be winter, thero will be a 
snow storm. 

Eighth. — The wind always blows in 
u circle around a storm, and when it 
blows from the north, the heaviest 
rain is east of you ; if it blows from 
the east, tho heaviest rain is south ; 
if it blows from the west tho heaviest 
rain is north of you. 

Ninth. — Tho wind never blows un- 
less rain or snow is falling within 
1000 miles of yon. 

Tenth. — Whenever heavy white 
frost occurs, a storm forming within 
1000 miles north of northwest of 
you.
